struments, These are very picturesquely array- 
ed. Each wears a new ‘Skimono,” or outer 
foose wrapper of white and pink, to harmonize, 
with the delicate tints ofcheny blossum.’ That 
‘ fittle orchestral crowd is calculated to ravisli 
the heart of any artist. When all the guests 
are assembled, a béautiful young geisha, dres-. 


performers, fits Bacefully to the ‘zen,’ which 


isa table raised only six inches from the 


ground, exactly after the fashion of the feast- 
tables seen everywhere in Turkey and Morocco’ 


All Orientals alike abhor the idea of feeding, 
" \except when squatting on the. ground, At the 
“zen” the geisha quickly prepares a bowl of 


‘tea, ‘bis she has ‘evidently Jearned how to 
amake for the spirit feast, for she gaes in expert 
style through the antique’ Cga-No-Yu method. 
The tea on this occasion is a most delicate de- 
coction. - Only the powdered first leaves of the 
plant'may be used, The powder ‘is dropped 
into the boiling water in presence of the com- 


pany, who look on with intense interest, while }

To THe Eprtor oF Tim’ “ HoNGkoNG TuLEarani’, 

Dear Sir~—The enclosed two registered en- 
veloprs bear the stamps of the Hangkong post 
office of 27th June and 10 a.m, and 2 p.m, (the 
lalter just in time for the mail), that of the: 
N. |, postal agency, Singapore, of the 3oth’ of 
July, (The N. 1, Government keeps a postal 
agent at the General Post Office, Singapore, as 
many years’ experience has proved the inability 
of this State paid institution to forward letters 
to the different parts of the Dutch colonies 
without the assistance of a Dutch postal officer), 
The latter stamp is evidently the receiving 
stamp and my inference is, that I must be’ glad: 
that letters, of which the contents were espe: 
cially important lor me, have so carefally been, 
looked after, that they reached Singapore safely 
in about 33 days, My correspondent: tells me 
in his letter, that he received the two registered, 
letters-above mentioned at the same time with 
half a dozen other not registered covers dated 
from rst to 14th of July. Registering adetter in 
the Hongkong Post Office, therefore, is safe en: 
ough, but scarcely advisable, as the special care 
bestowed on such letters seems to ‘quatify only 


/ one steamer in threé weeks (anc in 20 to 30!) 


to carry these letters to Singapore. Hongkong. 
never tires ta boast on being the second ship- 
ping centre of the world and yet it ig evident, 
that there, niust be’ a special difficulty to des- 
patch letters to the Dutch colonies, if the covers 
bear the enigmatical direction: via Singapore.

bels before Viceroy Tsén will be able to restore 
order throughont the province. Even H.E.’'s 
strong personality and popularity wish his fel- 
low proyincials of Kwungsi, are insufficient ' to 
restore confidence amongst ‘the troops, while 
the situation, at the present moment is. con- 
sidered by many.persons to he grave.
